NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 6th March 1976 

S.O. 174(E).—The following Order made by the President is published for general 

information;— 

Order 

Whereas my predecessor-in-office had on 28t'n March, 1974, made an Order, suspending 
for a period of six months the operation of certain provisions of the Government of Union 
Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1963), (hereinafter referred to as "the Act”) in relation to 
the Union territory of Pondicherry, and m'aking certain incidental and consequential 
provisions which appeared to him to be necessary’ and expedient for administering the 
Union territory of Pondicherry in accordance with the provisions of article 239 of the 
Constitution during the aforesaid period; 

And whereas I had on 26th September, 1974, 7th March. 1976 and 25th September. 
1975, made further Orders continuing the suspension of operation of the provisions of the 
Act, suspended under the aforesaid Order, for a further period of six months on each 
occasion from the date on which the first mentioned Order would otherwise have expired; 

And whereas I have received a report from the Administrator of the Union territory 
of Pondicherry and, after considering the report and other information received bv me, 
I am satisfied that the situation in the Union territory continues to be such that the 
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administration of that territory cannot ,be carried on in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act and that for the proper administration of the Union territory it is necessary that 
the operation of the provisions of the Act suspended by my predeccssor-iruofficc under 
the first mentioned Order should continue to remain suspended, and the incidental and 
consequential provisions made therein should continue to operate, beyond the period of 
two years; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 51 of the Act and all 
other powers enabling me in that behalf, I, Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed, President of India, 
hereby direct,— 

(a) that the operation of the provisions of the Act, suspended by virtue of clause 

(a) of the first mentioned Order, shall continue to remain suspended, and 
tfae incidental and consequential provisions made by virtue of clause (b) of 
the aforesaid Order shall continue to be operative, for a further period of 
one year with effect from the 28th March, 1976; -and 

(b) that for the words “two yeans” occurring in clause (a) of the first mentioned 

Order, as subsequently amended, the words “three years” shall be substituted.
